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Statue nears completion

Little did the Sisters of Charity at Clarke 
know when they first considered donating 
a work of art for Clarke’s 150th anniversary 

that their idea would result in an 18-foot 
structure that will likely last many 
thousands of years. 

The statue of Mary Frances Clarke, 
founder of Clarke College, will be unveil- 
ed on its permanent site in front of the 
chapel on October 9 at 2:15 p.m. as a part 
of homecoming festivities. 

The unveiling will mark the culmination 
of more than a year’s work for two Clarke 
art instructors, S. Carmelle Zserdin and 
Douglas Schlesier, who collaborated on the 
research and design of the project. 

“Quite frankly, I’m in awe of this under- 
taking,” said Zserdin. “Most of my work is 
with ceramics, which might easily be 
broken, but this bronze statue will long 
outlast most things | can think of.” 

“Yes, it should be around for quite 
awhile,” agreed Schlesier, telling about the 
bronze figures found a few years back in 
@ sunken ship off the coast of Naples. 
Although the figures date before Christ's 
birth, they were still in fine shape. 

__ Working on the statue was not without 
its anxious moments, according to 
Schlesier and Zserdin. Take the time that 
the foundry, where the statue was to be 
Cast, called Zserdin and Schlesier and said 
that it had gone bankrupt. “We really had 
to scramble to find a new foundry, but for- 
tunately, found a good one,” said Zserdin. 
Then there was the hot summer day when 
the sculpture was.to be separated from the 
Mold. The sculpture had turned into mush 
inthe heat, making it tricky to separate the 
Wo. Fortunately, the mold was left intact. 

Both artists concur that this project 
brought many challenges. Zserdin, who 
created the plaques on the base of the 
Statue, usually works with more abstract 
figures. Said Schlesier, who created the 
Statue itself, ‘‘| had to consider engineer- 
ing principles because of the large size of 
the statue.” 

In addition to teaching at Clarke, Zser- 
din and Schlesier are both working artists. 
Hed exhibit and do commissioned work as 
Well. 

Schlesier, professor of art, holds a 
Master of Fine Arts degree from 
Washington State University. Early on, he 
had planned a career in advertising, but a 


stint in the Peace Corps gave him a new 
direction. He might be termed a 
renaissance man in that he draws, paints 
and acts in Clarke College productions in 
addition to sculpting. ‘‘l have a lot of in- 
terests and guess | might get bored work- 
ing in just one medium,”’ said Schlesier. 

Zserdin, associate professor of art, holds 
a Master of Arts degree from the Universi- 
ty of lowa. She has studied with the 
American Indian potter, Maria Martinez, 
and has worked with potters in Japan. 
While her first love is ceramics, she, like 
Schlesier, works in other mediums, primari- 
ly drawing and graphic design. ‘But 
ceramics is what | love best,” said Zser- 
din. “The ceramics medium is very respon- 
sive, full of unpredictability and very ex- 
citing.” 

Zserdin and Schlesier agree they are 
lucky in that Clarke’s administration en- 
courage faculty and students to travel. 
Faculty are also able to take advantage of 
workshops and seminars. ‘‘Traveling and 


seeing others’ work allows me to bring 
fresh ideas to my students,” said Zserdin. 
Schlesier echoes Zserdin, saying he when 
took a sabbatical in 1983, he received the 
idea for airbrush paintings, which he has 
used extensively since his return. He 
makes it a point to visit art galleries 
wherever he is. 

Since creating art is usually a rather 
solitary endeavor, collaborating on the 
statue was a new experience for both. ‘‘l 
feel it went well,”’ said Schlesier. ‘‘We talk- 
ed to many people and we work very well 
together.” 

And how do they feel about being com- 
missioned by the BVMs to design and 
create this statue celebrating Clarke’s 
sesquicentennial? 

Zserdin said she feels honored to be a 
part of it. Said Schlesier, ‘‘l feel really good 
that | was asked to work on this project. | 
obviously like this college, since I’m now 
in my 25th year of teaching here, but this 
is like the icing on the cake.”

fessor of computer science; Kathy Decker 
director of the computer science center and 
from President S. Catherine Dunn. 

In January, 1992, the tri-colleges wrote 
a grant to the National ScienceFoundation 
(NSF) in order to obtain a tri-college In- 
ternet connection. This fall, Clarke pur- 
chased an IBM RS 6000 computer with the 
necessary TCP/IP (Transmission Control 
Protocol/Internet Protocol) standards that 
allow connection to the Internet system. 
Through this connection, Clarke will have 
access to any point in the world at any 
given time. “Internet will prove to be a very 
useful tool for the Clarke community,” said 
Decker. 

Decker also mentioned that Clarke is in 
the process of providing each academic 
department , a data phone and a donated 
terminal for connectivity. ‘We wish to give 
each department at least on connection to 
the Internet in their area,” she said. 

Until February, 1995, the tri-college con- 
nection costs for Internet will be funded by 
the National Science Foundation. 

“Access to resources and communica- 
ion are two big advantages of Internet. We 
can have access to many more resources 
and not be limited to just books on the 
library shelves,”’ said Nancy Carroll, Clarke 
reference librarian. 

The three most important applications In- 
ternet offers that Clarke will be using are: 
electronic mail (email), file transfer (ftp) and 
remote login (telnet). Of the three, email is 
the most frequently used service. Through 
email, you are able to write and receive 
messages from one person or from a group 
of people. 

With file transfer, you can move one file 
or many files from one computer to 
another. Ftp allows you to obtain valuable 
information from one place and will transfer 
it to your own computer. 

The third service, remcte login (telnet), 
allows you to access programs and ap- 
plications from one computer to another. 
“It’s not so much the importance of Clarke 
adding to the library and expanding it, but 
rather the fact that it will be bringing all the 
libraries of the world to Clarke through the 
use of Internet,” Sinno said. It’s estimated 
that there are at least 500 library catalogs 
accessible through the use of Internet all 
over the world. 

The remote login service also comes 
with some disadvantages. ‘‘While 
fascinating to navigate, it can also be con- 
fusing and a bit discouraging. It takes a lot 
of searching and browsing at first. Also, if 
you dial into Harvard to find a book, there’s 
no guarantee that Harvard will give it to 
you,” Carroll said. 

Clarke's future projects include install- 
ing their own gopher (go for information) 
database and Campus Wide Information 
System (CWIS). 

Coincidentally, just like our names and 
addresses, the computers on Internet have 
a name and a numerical address too. An 
Internet computer name consists of words 
separated by periods. For example, 
Clarke’s domain name is keller.clarke.edu. 
(edu meaning for education). ‘‘We chose 
to use the name Keller in our domain name 
because we need to remember that S. Ken- 
neth Keller set the tone and laid the 
groundwork to put Clarke at the forefront 
of technology,”’ said Decker. 

For many of us who didn’t know her, S. 
Kenneth Keller, BVM, was the founder of 
the Clarke College computer science 
department. She joined the faculty at 
Clarke in 1964 and in 1965, she became 
the first person to receive a Ph.D in com- 
puter science from. the University of 
Wisconsin-Madison. She conducted 
research in cooperation with the National 
Science Foundation and wrote textbooks 
in ajoint effort with IBM. Her research pro- 
mpted Clarke to establish a master’s 
degree program in computer applications 
in education, one of the few programs in 
the United States. Keller died at the age 
of 71, on Jan. 10, 1985. 

At the present time, Internet is in effect 
for faculty members; but what about the 
students? Decker said the faculty will have 
the option to use Internet in their classes. 
Students that are in those classes, for 
which faculty see the usage of Internet to

Bae music we hear today still really 
rock music? Does the music we hear to- 
day still have the initial drive, influence and 
dedication which catergorized the early 
part of rock music? Is there a new band on 
the scene today which is truly innovative 
and has lasting quality? Many have already 
made up there minds after reading these 
three questions, but for the others, here is 
a brief history of rock and roll. ; 
Rock and roll is a mixture of straight 
blues, rhythm and blues, country and Euro- 
pean folk songs. These types of music had 
an important influence on rock and were 
often stolen from the artists without giving 
proper credit. But the general consesus of 
when rock and roll began was in 1956, and 
the man who put all the pieces together 
and put rock on the map was Elvis Presly. 


“He definitely was the greatest per- 
former that ever lived,” said senior Mark 
Schmidt.” He did more for the music world 
than anyone else and his mass popularity 
today is proof of that.‘ Other artists of great 
significance in this period were Little 
Richard, Bo Diddley, Jimmy Reed, Buddy 
Holly, Jerry Lee Lewis and Bill Haley and 
the Comets. 


Many musical historians feel that when 
Elvis Presly entered the army in late 1958, 
is when the music went into a lull and lost 
the initial fire it once had. ‘“‘There was an 
obvious change in music from about 
1958159 until around 1962,” said junior Pat 
Merges. “The Beach Boys and the Beatles 
came on the scene around that time and 
got rid of that luvy-duvy music that was tak- 
ing over” 

In 1962, a song called the ‘‘Louie 
Louie” was performed by a band called the 
Kingsmen. That song alone took rock back 
to its roots and made it rebellious and raw 
again. Next there came the British 
invasion. 

“The Beatles were the most important 
band of the era,"’ said junior Al Wunschel. 
“They influenced everyone associated with 
the 60s.” Although the Beatles ruled the 
charts, there were also other great bands, 
most of which outlasted the Beatles, but 
never had the same effect. 

The only band who could come close to 
the Beatles in the 60s was the Rolling 
Stones, who also recorded some of the 
finest rock and roll ever. ‘‘The Stones’ pro- 
blem in the early days was that they didn‘t 
have many original songs,” said Schmidt. 
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arn late 60s is probably one of the most 
stereotyped periods of all time. This was 
the hippie era, the drug era, but it was also, 
possibly the most productive era of music. 
“The whole psychadelic thing really over- 
shadows how good the music of that time 
was,” said senior Rich Kruszynski. “Look 
at who came out of that time: Hendrix, 
Floyd, Zeppelin. These are some of the 
best ever!’’ Many of the bands who got 
started at this time are still around today, 
including the Allman Brothers Band, the 
Grateful Dead, the Who and the Moody 
Blues 

“There was some very good music in the 
early 70s, but as a whole there was 
something missing again,’’ said Merges. 
“It was very similiar to what happened 
before in the late 50s.”’ Rock music at this 
time had become very jet-set styled, with 
limousines and the drug of choice: cocaine. 

Around 1975, a trend in New York call- 
ed punk rock was popping up that would 
eventually change rock music again. Some 
bands in the New York scene were the 
notorious New York Dolls, whose lead 
singer was David Jo Hansen, otherwise 
known as Buster Poindexter, and the 
Ramones. ‘‘The New York scene was total- 
ly upstaged by the punk scene arising in 
London.” said Kruszynski. ‘‘They challeng- 
ed the entire rock industry and put some 
life back into music.”’ Indeed the punk 
movement changed the way music was 
perceived, but it was short-lived 

“Music got pretty bad after that after. 
Although, | am not a fan of punk, | think it 
served a good purpose,‘‘ said Schmidt. 
“Music has basically been bad since that 
time, but there are a few exceptions of 
course.’’ The most popular bands of the 
present are Michael Jackson, Guns and 
Roses and the New Kids on the Block. 

“It's really getting sad when you think 
about it. Everything is so dry. Every band 
is so much alike,” said Krusynski. ‘What 
music needs is a good kick in the teeth; 
something to put a little originality and fun 
back into it because right now, it is pretty 
pathetic. 

Every era of music has their great bands, 
but every era also has its ‘‘dry“* musical 
period. One can argue that we are, or 
aren't, in one at the moment. One thing is 
for sure. Rock music has strayed far from 
the values it once had.

Tips for 
highway 
safety 

provided

Whether you are a non-traditional, off- 
campus or traditional student, we all have 
one common link. We travel. Non-trads 
commute and traditional students journey 
home for weekends and holidays. Unfor- 
tunately, some must travel alone or travel 
long stretches of highway. 

Because we hear very little of carjack- 
ing or crimes related to the highway and 
street in this part of the cauntry, that is no 
reason to covet a false sense of security 
and not to take precautions while traveling. 
Anything can happen anywhere. Recent- 
ly, we have been hearing a lot about 
highway crimes, especially the tragedies 
occurring in Florida with the tourist killings. 
But, as the governor of Florida said, ‘“‘It is 
not just Florida's problem, it is the nation’s 
problem.” 

This past summer, students in the public 
relations seminar class took a closer look 
at violence on the highway and precautions 
to take. The following is what they learned. 

Carjacking is the act of someone trying 
to steal an occupied car. To avoid being 
a victim of carjacking, study the following 
points carefully. 

*Join a car pool if possible. A car with 
three or more passengers looks more dif- 
ficult to take than a car with just one driver. 

*Lock all your doors and keep your win- 
dows rolled up. Keep purses, wallets and 
valuables hidden. The best place for your 
purse is under your knees on the floor. 

*Do not stop too close to cars ahead of 
you at stop lights or stop signs. This leaves 
room for you to maneuver if necessary. If

Some helpful items to have in your car 
or trunk: a “send help” signal, paper and 
a pencil, CB radio or cellular phone, 
flashlight, extra clothing, a blanket, a small 
snow shovel and non-perishable food 
items.
